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DISCUSSION 



The end result for an international application designating the United States is a single 
U.S. national stage application. Therefore, the submission of two sets of national stage papers 
for the same international application was improper. Thus, the cancellation of U.S. Application 
Number 09/980,978 and the mailing of the Notice of Cancellation of Assigned Serial Number 
was appropriate. 



For the reasons above, the petition under 37 CFR 1 . 1 8 1 is DISMISSED without 
prejudice.
